' genflp attended, and carefully ioked vnto, as themſelues 
can with oz deſire, wanting neither. meate, dꝛincke, wine, 
phyſicke, noz ſurgerie, noz whatſoener eiſe is fitte and re⸗ 
quiſtte fo: their health and recouerie, but are cheriſhed as it 

they were in their fathers houles: ſurely a moſt govly, and 
ch2ifttan deed ofthe people of thoſe countries, who (notwith⸗ 
ſtanding their continuall taxations laid vpon them ſos the 
maintenance of theſe long warres) do moſt liberally, and 
frely contribute every man accozding to his eſtate and as

Afthe enemy linde many ſuch banquets hat O ſtend, 4 
thinke he will quickly be weary of his fare, and ſeeke a moꝛe 
friendly hoaſt elſewhere : and furthermoꝛe they repoꝛt, that 
it is incredible, to ſ& and heare what great numbers ot dead 
men are daily bꝛought from the campe, to all the Townes 
and Uillages nere adiopning to the Campe to be buried, 
molt of them being Spaniardes, and Italians, Captaines, 
Alferoes, and other Commaunders, whercofmany are bu- 
ried in Friers weedes with great ſolempnitie, ſaying and 
ſinging ol Paſſes and Dirges foz their ſoules, God graunt 
we heare no woꝛſe newes of their fellowes. 

They ol Flaunders (vnderſtanding that the hozſemen of 
the States were come to Bargen vp Zome, and ſome ofthe 
fotemen into Zeland , where the count Maurice was daply 
expected, doubting that his Excellencie was purpoſed to 
land his foꝛces in the land of Waſte, with intent to ouerrun 
the country thereabout with fire and ſwoꝛd) gathered toge⸗ 
ther all the Boꝛes and Peſants of the countrey in Armes, 
and haue carryed what they could info the townes and pla⸗ 
tes ofſtrength. 

The tweltth day of Auguſt was an other great fight with 
the enemy, the ſame continued an houre and moꝛe, and ſe⸗ 
conded with freſh ſupplies on both ſides, ſometimes the one 
parte, ſomefimes the other giuing ground, and the oꝛdo⸗ 
nance ot the Towne playing vpon the enemies where they 
were ſeene to be thickeſt: in all mens iudgement there were 
flapne thze& hundꝛed and moꝛe ol the ennemy,beſides many 
that were hurt, and there were 3 2, ofour men flayne , and 
ſome few hurt. 

There was a Mariner of Zeland in Oſtend, that had his 
legge ſtritken off with a great hot, who was taken vp to be 
carried to the hippe, but beloꝛe hes tould be bzought to the 


boate, he was with an other ſhotte ſtrucke thoꝛow the bo⸗ 
dp, that he pꝛeſentlꝑ dyed, and ſa was rid ol his paine. *

like hapned af an other time fo a ſouldier that was likewiſs 
flayne with the enemies great ſhotte, and being carried on 
foure mens ſhoulders to the graue, the coffin and coꝛſe were 
ſhot thozaw with an other bullet, the men pzeſently ſet the 
coffin on the ground, and ranne as faſt as they coulde,firiu- 
ing who ſhould firſt get the ſhot. 

Tharſevay the 13. day was a ſhip caled the Globe of Am | 
ſterdam met befoze Oſtend, laden very richly, and is repoz- 


poꝛted, to be ww2th 4. millions, which came from the riuer 


of Plate, and ſtraights of Magellanes, the ſame ſhip had been 
out thꝛc veeres: and ſuch as met this ſhip in their way from 
Viathing; repoꝛte that ts . men moꝛe ſhal be ſent out of 
Zeland to Oltend, which will make vp the number ok 13. 
M., r:en, beſides the voluntarie, and others lately gone out 
of England, fo that it ſeemeth ſome areatandertraozdinary 
peece of ſerutce is meant: God graunt courage and gd ſuc⸗ 
ceſle to dur people. 

It is witten ſrom Ant werpe, that the Duke doth wan 
ders againſt the Towne, andhath ſo befieged it both by ſea 
and land, that there is no way left to ſuccour the ſame, and 
that their Gallies lying befoze the hauen, haue dꝛouen all 
the ſhippes of warre from thence,and ſuncke manp: and pet 
(God knowes) the Gillies dare not once peepe out, oz ſhew 
themſelnes, foꝛ the laſt time they were at ſea, they found(in 
their returne from Sluice) their way ſo dangerous to eſcape 
their enemies hands, that they haue lince,had {mall deſire ts 
hazard themſelues abzoade, 

There hath beene ſameſpeeches, that the enemy made a 
rowling trench, to fill vp the ditches of the Towne , and ſo 
meant to enter the Towne oner the walles, after he hadde 
made the fame ofcquall height with the walls ofthe towne, 
but in truth that ſuppoſed wozke, was partly, foz the repay- 
ring of his mounte, and making paſſage to free his fonloicrs 
fromthe waters , which mount was ſo continually beaten

bled with the inuings and ſkirmiſhings from ſir Frauncis 
Veres trenches, and the towne, that the ſame chuld neuer 
be fintſhed : but ſpecially to vefendhis trenches au the noꝛth 
welt ide ofthe fownfrom the firewozks,which they of Oſt- 
end did confinually caſt into thoſe trenches, tothegreat an⸗ 
noyanee ofthe enemy and deſtrucibof the ſouldiers therein, 
which trenches lie within foure o2 finepikes lengths of the 
counterſcarps ofthe towne : but if it were ſo, that the enemy 
could bzing ſuch a ſuppoſed trench, without let of waters 
and lay the ſame lenell with the wall (which great paynes 
the Duke nerde not to put his people vnto, foz that the Go⸗ 
uerno hath offered to ſet open the Gates, and to let his peo-. 
ple enter if they durſt) the Towne being furniſhed with ſuch 
anumber of men, and many of them olde ſouldiers, the ene⸗ 
my would quickely be weary of that enterpziſe: fo2 without 
all queſfion,they are ſo ſtrong ofmen within the towne,that 
ifthey had but one P. hozſe , and fitte ground without the 
fowne,they would not feare,but (with Gods help)to hazard 
a battel, and peraduenture gine the Duke as hard entertain⸗ 


ment as they did the laſt pere befoze Newport. 


There palleth few dayes, but there are ſome ſallies and 
enterpꝛiſes made vpon the enemy, and manꝑ men llayne on 
both ſides, but all men that come from thence,Callice,and os 
ther places, agree in this,thattheenemy loſeth 4,5,6,7,and 
8. fo2 one loſt on our ſide: notwithſtanding it is (by god ac⸗ 
compt kept) wꝛitten from Vluſhing, that there hath bane a⸗ 
bone fo2ty M. great ſhotdiſcharged againll the lowne ſince 
the firſt beginning of this ſiege , ſo that the weaſt fide of the 
wall of the fowne flickcth ſo full, and ſo thicke of great ſhot, 
as the like hath not at any time befoꝛe beene knownein any 
ſiege, and yet the Duke is no moꝛe likely to obtaine his pur⸗ 
pole, than he was at his firſt comming beloꝛe the towne. 


The 21. dap there came to London a French man from 
Callice,

Callice, who repoꝛted foz certayne, that the Ring of Fraunce 


was, in poaſt, come to Boloigne the Medneſdap befoze,and 
had appaynted to be at Callice the next day following, being 


the twentieth day ol this moneth ol Augult, which repozte 


hath ſinte beene by diuers confirmed,and that it was the 22 
day in the euenihg befoze he came into Callice,and alſo, that 
charge was giuen by the king, that enery towneſman ofthe 


' ſeatowns ſhould haue, and furniſh himſelfe with ten pound 


of powder, and ten pound of lead o2 ſhot. The Frenchman 
aboueſayd being demannded.concerning Oſtcnd,aniwered, 
that (thanked be God) al was well, that there wasno feare 
oꝛ doubt to be made ofthe towne, fo2 they wanted nothing, 
but had all things plentifully fit foz their defence and ſuſte⸗ 
nance, and at very reaſonable pꝛices: adding further, that 
(if any man would accept his offer) he would wager a hun⸗ 


- dzedcrownes againſt thze& hundzed, that the Duke ſhoulve 


not get Oſtend, and be maiſter thereof theſe foure moneths. 
It is alis wꝛitten from Callice, and confirmed by ſundzp 


which come later from Vluſhing, that vpon ſaterday being 


the fifteenth of Auguſt, the enemy attempting ſome wozkes 
neerer to the towne than heretofoze, had many pioners and 
ſoulsiers, to the number of about a thouſand, o2 moze to 
guarde them,whereupon they ſallied out of fix Francis V eres 
trenches, and beganne a very hote fight, and were ſeconded 
pꝛeſently with a thouſand fotemen out of the Towne, the 
fight was very hote , and with great fury maintained on 
both ſides , neyther ſide ſparing the other, but euer one dos 
ing his beſt to kil his next enemy:;but in the end, the enemies 
were fo2ced, by the meanes ofthe artillerie of the towne, to 
giue backe, whereupon our men followed with ſuch furie, 
that they fozced the enemp, euen to his trenches, with laugh 
ter of many of them, and followed ſo hard vppon them, that 
they ſeized ſeaucn perces of oꝛdonante, which though the e⸗ 
nemy a god while defended, pet in the ende, he was com,

pelled to abandon the plate. But while our ſouldiers were 
carneſtly buſied fo naile and choake the peeces, a barrell of 
gunpowder ſtanding neere the oꝛden ante, toke ſuddenlp fire 


by reaſon ofa match which the enemies had ſecrefly layd ol 


purpoſe to miſchiefe our people, whereby ſome 150 ot our 
louidiers were blowne vp, and ſcoꝛched, pet not ſo ſoze hurt 


thercby , but that, with Gods helpe; many of them will a⸗ . 
gaine retouer, and be able to do god feruice, Some repoꝛte 


that this miſchance hapned by one ofthe pꝛelled ſouldiers, 
comming to neere the powder with his match, but howſoe- 
uer it hapned, theenemie pꝛeſently hereupon came afreſh 
vpon eur ſouldiers , Who being amazed with this ſuddapne 
miſhap, and many not knowing what it meant, were fo:ccd 
fo retire, but there were llaine of the enemies in the fight 
2000. men whereof the C. and moze were hozſemen, 
beſides thze& C. pioners, neither was this vicozte gotten 
without loſſe on our fade, fo2 there were flaine of our men a⸗ 
bout 4. hundzed, andnere th2e hundzed hurt and ſcoꝛched. 
The gouernour ofthe Towne ſeeing the enemie to vſe all 
mean: pollible to app2oach neerer to the walles , hath cau⸗ 
ſed the hauen ditch 02 banke on the ſouthweft fide of the 
Lowne fo be cut,thozow which floweth ſuch aboundante of 
water at full ſea, that the ſame runneth a league info the 
land, euen tothe fozte of Iſabella, which doth ſo amaze and 
terrific the enemie, and all the cuntry thereabouts, that if is 
coniectured the enemie will not lie long befo2e Oſtend, fo 
the firſt noꝛthweſt wind that bloweth with any great gale, 
will cauſe the water to ſpꝛed and oacrflow the cuntry much 
farther,and the cutting of the banke, cauſeth ſuch a ſeperati⸗ 


on between the trenches ot both ſides, at hie water, that they 


cannot come one to the other by eight oꝛ nine ſcoze, foꝛ ſixe 
houres ſpace, neither with hoꝛſe noꝛ fofemen, 
It is repoꝛtes by a ſouldier which came the fouretcenth 
day of this moneth out of Oſtend, that they fight and —

} outofthefawne vpon the enemy daily, and that there is no 2 
want ok anything in the fowne: that the new way made fog 


ſmall ſhipping to come to the towne cut out ofthe head, was 
againe ſtopped and made vp, ſoꝛ feare of ſuch inconuentence > . 
as might thereby happen to the towne thozow tempeſtuoug << >= * 
weather. And that foz the better aſſurance of ſhipping com- ,.,Jp,.4.- 
ming in by the olde Hauen, fir Frauncis Vere had cauſcd 
a mount to be raiſed ioyning vato the Hauen, whereuppon 
the enemies o2donance plapeth continually : but they ofthe 
towne doe likewiſe continually repaire t make vp the ſame 
againe. And alio he repozted that ſome parte of the enemies 
trenches towardes the nozthwelt , lay within foure 02 fine 
pikes lengths of the fownes counterſcarps , as is befoꝛe de- 
clared;x ſome other part of the trenches within eight oꝛ ten 
_ ſcozeofours,the greateff part lay much farther off. That the 
water ranne euery tide a great bꝛeadth betweene the towne, 
and the enemies, ſo that in manp of their trenches the enne⸗ 
mie ſtode aboue the knees continually in water, and at a 
ſpꝛing tide the waters reached aboue their nauilles, euen to 
their bzeaſfs, which waters, they of the towne with a ſluice 
had deuiſed fo keepe in, that with the ebbe the ſame coulde 
not return:at the firſt the trenches ofthe towne were annop- 
ed with the ſame wafers, aſwell as the enemies : but ſince, 
they haue found remedy to keep the waters out of their own 
trenches. But the enemies are ſo greatly vered with theſe 
waters, that they are oftentimes fozced to goe out of their 
= trenches, and to ſit oꝛ lie vpon the banks and perapets: and 
then the oꝛdonaunte of the Towne plapeth ſo vehemently 
vpon them, that many of their carkaſſes are carried into the 
apꝛe: and further, the ſayde ſeuldier affirmed, that it was a 
2 ing vnpoſſible foꝛ the nem to get the towne, as long as 
3 men, victualles, and munition might beb2ought in, which 
the enemie ſhoulde neuer be able to lette, though his ſhotte 
might cauſe ſome ſmall danger in the day time, taring, tha. 
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ik once rapne and fowle weather came, it was not poſſible 
that the enemy could keepe his W 5 bat mult be lozced 
to abandon the (ame, 

The fiue and twentieth day of Aut ere two ſallies 
made vpon the enemy, with great laugMer, foz after the e- 
nemies were dꝛouen out of their trenches, aud with great 
fury followed, the hoꝛſemen came in ſo great troupes vpon 
our people, that they were fozced to retire: but within two 
houres after, they iſſued the ſecond time (after they had caus 
ſed the oꝛdonance of the towne to be laden with muſket ſhof, 
and dice oz ſquare ſhot, imagining that the hozſmen (as they 
did befoꝛe, would with great troupes ſuccour their ſwtemen) 
and with great reſolution charged the enemy , and wy 
had done befoze, cauſed them to foꝛſake their trenches : 
following hard vpon them, the hozfemen (as was — 
ned) came vpon our people, who with their pines and muſs - 
kets galled them ſhzewdly : but rety2ing in oꝛder, to bing 
them within the daunger ofthe townes ozdonaunce, which 
were fo well beſtowed vpon them, that lanes were made as 
_- the thickeſt, and at laſt foure hundzed hozſemen

Che count Maurice tame to Middlcborough the one and 
twentieth day of this moneth, the reſt of his fo2ces came
